GENERAL ORDINANCE NO 

AN ORDINANCE amending General Ordinance No. G-97 
by authorizing the vacation of a portion 
of Donnel Avenue 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE, INDLA.NA: 

SECTION 1. Petition for the vacation of a portion of Donnel Avenue 
having been filed with the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission on March 24, 1975 
following a public hearing thereon, all in accordance with Section 44, Chapter 
174, of the Acts of the General Assembly of the State of Indiana, as amended 
by Section 3, Chapter 385, of the Acts of 1963 of the General Assembly of the 
State of Indiana (Burns Ind. Stat., 1974 Replacement, Sec. 53-744), the 
Thoroughfare Plan as set forth in General Ordinance No. G-97 adopted by the 
Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne on November 26, 1963, is amended 
by deleting the following portion of Donnell Avenue, Fort Wayne, Allen County, 
Indiana, to-wit: 

A 100 foot portion of Donnell Avenue which dead ends at 
Section # 4 Houser Subdivision. This portion is bounded 
on the north by Lots # 30 and # 31 and on the south by 
Lots # 44 and # 45 of Norwood Augmented Addition 

SECTION 2. After passage of this Ordinance, approval by the 

Mayor and legal publication, a duly certified copy of this Ordinance, of the 

recommendation of the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission, and of the action of 

he Mayor, shall be transmitted by the City Clerk to the Board of Public Works 

Df the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect from 

and after its passage, approval by the Mayor and legal publication thereof.
